BUCHAREST, Roumania —(/!')— Ro- 


uniania Wednesday night agreed to 
double her oil shipments to Ger- 
many, The government consented to 
a new trade agreement with the Reich 
after hard-fought negotiations which 
several times broke down and prcci- 
^ pitaled fall of one Roumanian cab- 
w inct. 


The new pact calls for Roumania to 


send Germany 190,000 tons of oil month 
ly. The first eight months of this year 
Germany averaged 120,000 tons, but 
since the start of the war the figure 
ha dbecn cut to about 80,000 because 
of meager transportation facilities. 


Roumania also consented to a new 


exchange rate which increases value 
of the German mark from 41.5 Rou- 
manian lei to the mark to 49 lei to 
the murk.

been able to go into the question of 
patent rights. 


The building investigation is only 


one of several fronts on which the 
division is now active. Arnold con- 
templates a much broader program aim 
ed at reducing prices and promoting 
freer trade all along the line.
